a control mechanism for obtaining measurements of the amount of energy 
furnished to the heat applicators to the established temperature differential between the 
spaced positions;

mechanism; and 

a flow regulating valve responsive to the measure of the fluid flow rate to 
control the flow of fluid in the conduit.--

positions;

power furnished to the power applicators to maintain the established temperature 
differential between the spaced positions; and

measure of the fluid flow rate based on the measurements obtained by the control
